London, June 4.—The Times pub­ 
lish! s a letter from Mr. Roosevelt, 
written in reply to a correspondent 
who requested him to substitute the 
word “sentim ent” for “sentimentality” 
which he used in his address at the 
Guildhall last Tuesday when the free 
dom of the city was conferred upon 
him. 
Mr. Roosevelt, in his speech, was 
analyzing British rule in Egypt.

ain. he said, had given Egypt the best 
government the country had had in 
2,OOP years, but in certain vital points 
it had erred. 
"Those who have to do with uncivil­ 
ized peoples, especially fanatical peo­ 
ples,” he said, “must remember that 
in such a situation as that which faces 
: you in Egypt weakness, timidity and 
sentimentality 
may cause 
infinitely 
ninri 
harm than violencp and injus­ 
tice. 
Sentimentality is the m ost bro­ 
ken reed on which righteousness can 
lean.”

an amendment shifting the burdens of 
proof in regard to the reasonableness 
of increases in rates from the shipper 
to the railroad itself, an amendment 
including 
telephones 
ann 
telegraph 
companies as common carriers under 
the interstate commerce law, and sev­ 
eral other amendments of minor im­ 
portance. 
In addition, the progressives, acting 
in concert with the Democrats, forced 
out of the administration bill the sec­ 
tion legalizing traffic agreements and 
the four sections providing for govern­ 
ment investigation of stock and bond 
issues by railroads. 
While the pro­ 
gressives lay claim to most of the 
credit, the senate regulars are far 
from conceding this. 
The fact re­ 
mains, however, that the bill comes 
out of the senate lacking several of 
the most important features that it 
contained when it entered and hav­ 
ing appended to it many features that 
were not contained in the original 
draft of the bill.
